The huma n muscula r sys­ 
tem is e&sentia lly no different from 
a ny other ma chine in tha t it tra ns- 
forms one form of energy into 
work. It is different in tha t it is 
hooked up with the nervous system 
which the ma chine does not ha ve 
a nd which ca uses it to show fa ­ 
tigue in a certa in length of time.

The physiologist distinguishes j 
three kinds of muscula r work: 
ma xima !, heavy 
a nd moderate. 
Ma xima l muscula r work ca nnot be 
ma inta ined continuously. It is de­ 
fined a s the a mount of work which 
yields a n a vera ge meta bolic rate 
of eight or more times the basal 
meta bolic rate. 
T hat is to say 
a bout 12,000 calories. 
Maximal 
muscula r work can be done for 
a 
short period of time, as in very 
vigorous sports, but need for rest 
periods is imperative. It is rarely 
required, however, in industry. 
Hea vy work is defined as the 
a mount which yields from three to 
eight times the basal meta bolic 
ra te. It ha s been suggested th at 
this ca n be ma inta ined for eight 
hours. 
This includes the heavy 
ma nua l jobs in a griculture, build­ 
ing tra des, mining, hea vy industry 
a nd forced ma rches with a hea vy 
loa d. The person performing hea vy 
work ha s a reduced ma rgin of 
sa fety in rega rd to hea t dissipa­ 
tion a nd hea rt a ction. 


All the:.c forms of wor!. produce 
fatigue for different reasons and 
we are naturally interested as to 
how this fatigue is produced, how 
it can be prevented and what form 
of recuperation is considered most 
scientific and physiological.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Science Studies Muscles 
And How To Lessen Fatigue 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
WORK IS TH E keynote of the 
nation’s thought and effort at the 
present time. The physiologist has 
certain definitions about the ca­ 
pacity of the human body for work 


Dr. Clendening will answer 
questions of general interest 
only, and then only through 
his column. 


and the different kinds of work it 
can do. An understanding of these 
might help to mitigate some of the 
argum ents that are being bandied 
back and forth. 
The physicist says ti.tit work is 
done when a force moves a mass 
against resistance, when one form 
of energy is transformed into an­ 
other. The human muscular sys­ 
tem is essentially no different from 
any other machine in that it tran s­ 
forms one form of energy into 
work. It is different in that it is 
hooked up w ith the nervous system 
which the machine docs not have 
and which causes it to show fa­ 
tigue in a certain length cf time. 
Muscular Work 


The physiologist distinguishes 
three kinds of muscular work: 
maximal, heavy and moderate. 
Maximal muscular work cannot be 
maintained continuously. It is de­ 
fined as the amount of work which 
yields an average metabolic rate 
of eight or more times the basal 
metabolic rate. That is to say 
about 12,000 calories. 
Maximal 
muscular work can be done for a 
short period of time, as in very 
vigorous sp irts, but need for rest 
periods is imperative. It is rarely 
required, however, in industry. 
Heavy work is defined as the 
amount which yields from three to 
eight times the basal metabolic 
rate. It has been suggested that 
this can be maintained for eight 
hours. This includes the heavy 
manual jobs in agriculture, build­ 
ing trades, mining, heavy industry 
and forced marches with a heavy 
load. The person performing heavy 
work has a reduced margin of 
safety in regard to heat dissipa­ 
tion and heart action. 
Rest and Efficiency 


To enforce heavy work for an 
eight-hour period is not economi­ 
cal. The story is told of two officers 


at the front who, for a friendly 
wager, competed in making equal 
lengths of trench, each with an 
equal squad of men. One let his 
men w'ork as they pleased, but as 
hard as possible. The other divid’d 
his men into three sets, each work­ 
ing five minutes and resting ten. 
The latter easily won. 
Moderate muscular work is de­ 
fined as the amount which yields 
less than three times the basal 
metabolic rate. This is the usual 
category of work that most labor­ 
ers in ipdustrial plants perform. 
There is little or no drain on re­ 
serve muscular energy. The in­ 
crease in oxygen consumption, 
heart rate and blood pressure are 
slight. Fatigue occurs during the 
performance of this kind of work 
on account of the hook-up with the 
n rvous system, which I mentioned 


fatigue for differenit reason*i and 
ne arc naturally initerated a* to 
how this fatigue is produced , how 
it can be prevented :md what form 
of recuperation is ccinsider* d most 
scientific and physiialogical.
